Oldest Toll-Gate Keeper. 


For ihiny-eighi years Mrs. Minerva 


T. Herring of Nicholsville, Ky., haa 
kept a toll gate. For almost the entire 
time she has lived in the same toll- 
house, on the Keene and Troy pike 
road. The period is the longest on rec- 
ord for the State, and probably for the 
country, and Mrs. Herring is in no dan- 
ger of having her record surpassed, as 
the toll roads are fast disappearing. 
Kentucky has clung to the system of 
private highways longer than any oth- 
er State, but of late years the people 
have been rapidly coming to the con- 
clusion that these charges were suffi- 
cient to reimburse the toll-road com- 
panies many times over for all they 
had paid out. Acting on this convic- 
tion, many of them have refused to pay 
the toll demanded, many toll gates and 
houses have been torn down, and at 
times the Governor found it necessary 
to call out the militia. Yielding to the 
popular demand, the roads have been 
made free in many counties, and be- 
fore long pay pikes will be altogether a 
thing of the past. 


When the Keene and Troy pike was 


completed, in 1860, a snug tollhouse 
was built, and Mrs. Herring and her 
husband were installed as gate-keepers. 
Her husband died twenty years ago, 
but she has remained in charge of the 
gate, although the ownership of the 
road has changed hands several times.

Shark Charmer*. 


In the Persian gulf tbe divers have a 


curious way of opening the season. 
They depend implicitly upon the shark 
conjurers and will not descend with- 
out their presence. To meet this diffi- 
culty the government is obliged to hire 
the charmers to divert the attention of 
the sharks from the fleet. As the sea- 
son approaches, vast numbers of natives 
gather along the shore and erect huts 
and tents and bazaars. At the oppor- 
tune moment—usually at midnight, so 
as to reach the oyster banks at sunrise 
—tie fleet, to tbe number of 80 or 100 
boats, puts out to sea. 
Each, of these 


boats carries two divers, a steersman 
and a shark charmer, and is manned 
by eight or ten rowers. Other conjur- 
ers remain on shore, twisting their 
bodies and mumbling incantations to 
divert the sharks. In case a man-eater 
is perverse enough to disregard the 
charm and attack a diver, an alarm is 
given and no other diver will descend 
that day. The power of the conjurer 
is believed to be hereditary, and the 
efficacy of his incantations to be 
wholly independent of his religious 
faith.

Dnela Common in Europe. 


While the code duello, in its sangui- 


nary character, is rapidly becoming ob- 
solete in the United States, it appears 
to be still in high favor on the other 
side of the Atlantic. In Germany some 
4,000 engagements are yearly fought 
on the field of honor with sanguinary 
results. 
Most of these engagements 


take place in the neighborhood of col- 
lege towns. Within the space of twen- 
ty-four hours as many as twenty duels 
have occurred in the neighborhood 
of Jena, 


Next to Germany in allegiance to 


the code duello comes France. There 
are some 1,200 duels fought annually 
in France, the participants being main- 
ly officers in the French army. Italy 
conies next to France, with some 275 
duels annually. During the past ten 
years Italy has furnished 2,759 duels. 
Austria, Russia, Spain and Great Bri- 
tain rank next in the order named. In 
Great Britain the code has became al- 
most 
as obsolete as in the United 


States. Most of the duels fought on the 
European continent are fought with the 
sword, though pistols and 'knives are 
used occasionally. 


for instance, thai are wide apart denote 
frank, generous, unsuspicious and im- 
pulsive nature.

position. 
"An energetic and easily Irritated na- 


ture is shown by the hair growing ia 
different directions; while short, close- 
ly-lying hair, growing in one direction, 
indicates a firm mind and good percep- 
tions. 
An ardent but tender nature 


is shown by the nair being soft and 
fine. 
"When the hair of the eyebrows has 


a downward droop so that it almost 
meets the lashes when .the eyes widely 
opened, tenderness and melancholy are 
betrayed.

What Dreyfus HUM Coat Prance. 
Apropos of the money made out of 


the Dreyfus case, it is curious to esti- 
mate what it has cost France as a 
whole. It costs over a. hundred thou- 
sand francs a year, to begin with, to 
keep the prisoner on his island. The 
prosecution in the first instance—for 
spies are well paid—must have been 
expensive. Since then there has been 
another court-martial, to say nothing 
of two preliminary trials, which have 
involved the payment of writing ex- 
perts, and so forth. Then on the side 
of the public is what the Dreyfus fami- 
ly have spent on advocates for propa- 
ganda (it has been put at three mil- 
lions). The tons and tons of literature 
that have been printed must have cost 
a small national debt. Zola will spend 
a good many thousands on his case. 
The cost of extra police cuts some fig- 
ure, too. It would be possible to go on 
indefinitely mountiKg up the figures, 
without taking any account whatever 
of the "moral and intellectual damage," 
which is not inappreciable by an?

children are condemned by the fads of. 
their parents. 
The poor little things 


cannot care for themselves, nor can.

Societies exist for the prevention of 
cruelly to children, but their right to 
interfere stops short of the control of 
the hygienic heresies of parents. 


Fortunately for the succeeding gen- 


erations of mankind, says the Youths 
Companion, these hygienic faddists are 
not in the majority and most parents 
let their children grow up under a com- 
mon sense method of health- training, 
or perhaps under no method whatever, 
which is the next best thing. 


Mistakes parents may be roughly de- 


signated under two grand divisions— 
the coddlers and the tougheners—and 
It is nard to say which do the more 
harm. 
The theory of the coddlers is that a 


breath of cold air is death dealing to 
the tender child, and that the chief er.d 
of man is the avoidance of draughts;

garments, from the soles of their feet 
to the crown of their head. 


Their children are apt to grow up 


weaklings, if they grow up at all, but 
their sufferings are ligbt and their 
perils few in comparison with those 
that beset the victims of the toughening 
or hardening process. '

up in accordance with the-belief that 
all that is necessary to health and loug 
life is to defy the elements and common 
sense.

bearing mind that the whole storm field 
is advancing. 


In receding from the center of a ty- 


phoon the barometer will rise and the 
wind and sea subside. 
It should be 


remarked that in some cases a vessel 
may, 
if the storm be traveling slowly, 


sail from the dangerous 
semi-circle 


across the front of the storm, and thus 
out of its influence. 
But as the rate at 


which the storm is traveling is quite 
uncertain, this is a hazardous pro- 
ceeding, and before attempting to cross 
the seaman should hesitate and care- 
fully consider all the circumstances of 
the case, observing particularly 
the 


rate at which the barometer is falling. 


The rate of progress of the typhoon 


Is about 13 miles an hour; in none of 
those observed has it exceeded 14 miles 
nor fallen below 11 miles. 
The diame- 


ter of the exterior revolving circle of 
tha storm varies from 40 to 130 miles, 
and the diameter of the inner circle, or 
calm region, may be estimated at from 
8 to 15 miles. 
The duration of the true 


typhoon at any place is never longer 
than 10 hours and generally much less. 


Origin of Menu Cards.

fully a long strip of paper by the side

by a roast of its euuivalent. there was 
ao knowing what wns Roing to happen 
at an early English dinner.

In a suit nsaiust u railroad company 


to recover damage for the negligent 
K-illiuj: of a little girl seven years old, 
wno was run over on the track, the 
Appellate Court of Indiana, after de- 
claring that the child was a trespasser, 
notwithstanding her tender years, has 
laid down the following rule as np 
plicable to such casts: "It is well set- 
tled in this and other jurisdictions that 
the only duty which a railroad corn- 
pan y owes to trespassers upon its right 
of way and tracks is to refrain from 
wilfully injuring them. It owes them 
no duty of active vigilance and is not 
liable for mere negligence." 
Among 


the cases cited to sustain the doctrine 
that a railroad company is not liable 
for mere negligence in running down 
a trespasser upon Its tracks are two 
decisions by the Court of Appeals ot 
New York. We can find no support for 
the proposition in either of them. We 
understand the rule in New York on 
this subject to be that which was ap- 
plied in the case of Reiner vs. Long 
I gland Railroad Company (48 Hun's 
Report, page 
3f>2 .affirmed 
by 
the 


Court of Appeals; 113 New York R»- 
ports, page Hiifl), where 
it was 
held 


that notwithstanding the trespass of 
the deceased 
upon 
the 
defendant's 


track, it was undoubtedly the duty of 
the engineer to exercise ordinary dili- 
gence anil care to avoid killing him. 


The l*revilenc<» of AjipP 


Surgeons admit that 1~> per cent, of 


nil cases of appendicitis will recover 
vithout operation, but claim that OS 
per cent, could be saved by operating 
prompt^' o" every case as soon as dis- 
twered. 
This discloses a debate of 


preat significance, for physieans art- 
disinclined to turn nil case? to the sur- 
geon. Morris 1ms estimated that tbvre 
are 200.000 new cases of appendicitis 
discovered each year in Hie United 
States. 
If this is true, and the sur- 


geons are right, 40.000 of them would 
be ruthlessly sacrificed under medical 
treatment. But physicians assert (and 
I wish I knew whether truly or not) 
that autopsies upon subjects that have 
died from other diseases than appen- 
dicitis show old inflammatory pro- 
cesses about the appendix in one-third 
of the cases, just as old tuberculosis 
cicatrices are found in the lungs where 
tuberculosis has never been suspected. 
In other words, on'c-third of all coming 
to the autopsy table, and by inference 
a large proportion of the 
population 


have gotten well spontaneously from 
an unsuspected trouble which would 
have subjected them to a lifo endan- 
gering operation had they fallen :nfo 
the hands of a surgeon of 
sufficient 


skill to make the diagnosis. 


When surgeons extol the skill neces- 


sary to make diagnosis in 
doubtful 


onsos, physicians retort that these are 
liio cases' iu which diagnosis would 
better not be made. Obviously the sub- 
ject has not crysUlized, and is in pro- 
cess of evolution. But even the laity 
clamor for an opomtion when there is 
recognized tumor nnd poisoning from 
pus absorption.—Medical Record.

Sales of bestmark^of wesi- 
tree. It is gathered before it is ripe, 
while it is still green in color, and the 
stem immediately thereafter 
is

down to the ground; whereupon the 
round bulbous root-stock sends up at 
once new leaves, and a second plant 
matures and bears fruit 
With proper 


management a plantation yields fruit 
every month in the year. 
Thus the 


half dozen steamers which bring the 
fruit to the United States run constant- 
ly from January to January, having 
their holds stowed to the full with 
bunches, unboxed and without covering 
of any kind. 
The fruit ripens on the 


voyage or soon after its arrival. 
In 


ts unripened condition it contains 
much starch, but on ripening, the 
starch, by the subtle chemistry of na- 
ture, is converted into sugar. 


Of the bananas brought hither a few 


are exported to Europe, but the greater 
part find their way all over the United 
States, being sold (by the importers to 
obbers) by the car load. Of the ba- 
nanas consumed in New York, more 
than 50 per cent, are sold by street- 
corner venders and from 
pushcarts. 


These 
humble tradesmen, therefore, 


are not to be despised, since they are 
important factors in the distribution of 
an article which ministers to the well- 
being of numerous inhabitants. 
On 


some islands of the Pacific the inhabi- 
tants live on bananas exclusively, an'd 
breed a, race of tall, strong men. Hum- 
boldt says that the same land which 
produces 1,000 pounds of potatoes will 
yield 44,000 pounds of bananas, and 
that a surface bearing wheat enough to 
feed one man will, when planted with 
bananas, feed twenty-five. 
The vari- 


eties of 'bananas 
cultivated in the 


tropics are said to be as numerous as 
the varieties of apples m temperate 
regions. There is a red-skinned va- 
uety, which formerly was 
seen fre- 


quently in New York. 
Of this there is 


now only a limited supply, and those 
are 
bought principally to decorate 


luncheon and dmi-er tables.
